But -chool children out in Idaho 
where I grew up, who are lucky 
enough to count among their ances­ 
tor- 
a 
pioneer 
grandfather 
or 
great-grandfather still grow up on 
tales of Chief 
Joseph, 
tin* 
N’t*/ 
Perce chieftain, whom Hollywood 
is at la-t going to glorify 
Drama and I ragedy 
If Hollywood can restrain itself 
from making just another horse 
opera of the old we.-t, there i- 
enough for five pictures in the 
story of this Indian who almost— 
but not quite— succeeded in lead- 
his people out of the territory of 
Idaho into Canada and what he 
hoped was freedom for his tribe. 
The Nez Perces were among the 
few tribe- friendly to the white 
man when he began to flow west­ 
ward after the discovery of gold at 
Sutter - mill in California 
But it 
wa- the 
misfortune of the 
Nez 
Perces, 
as 
with 
many 
another 
tribe, to live and hunt over lands 
coveted by the white man 
If the movies care to follow his­ 
tory. they will show the final pow­ 
wow attempted by the I 
S gov­ 
ernment in 1877 to persuade the 
Indians to move from their valley 
to the despised Lapwai Reserva­ 
tion in Northern Idaho Territory. 


The council la-ted three days 
and on the la.-: day 
the govern­ 
ment arrested the Nez Perces’ holy 
man. who had -worn never to go to 
the reservation. Only Chief Joseph 
restrained his braves from making 
I war then and there and agreed 
that within thirty day- his people 
would move to Lapwai 
Massacred Families 
But on the thirtieth, day . a num­ 
ber of Nez Perces sw*>oped down 
on white settlers in the Salmon 
river country, still a district of 
grandois and rugged beauty. and 
wantonly massacred a n u m b e r of 
families. 
When word of the Nez Perce up- 
; rising 
reached 
Fort 
Lapwai 
in 
June, 1877, two calvary companies 
under a (’apt Perry were sent post 
haste to restore order. It was then 
that Chief Joseph took the field 
with hi - braves, probably 300 men, 
and routed the American force- in 
the battle of White Bird Canyon 
So severe was the defeat that a 
General 
Howard was dispatched 
with 600 men to take Chief Joseph 
and hi- band. After a two day bat­ 
tle. Gen 
Howard managed to dis- 
lodge but not to defeat Joseph, and 
then began the phenomenal and 
masterful anabasis of Chief J o ­ 
seph, a- it used to be studied at 
West Point. 
Masterly Retreat 
For the Indian chief began a 
masterly retreat in which he con­ 
tinuously outfought and out-gen- 
eiaied his pursuers who outn um­ 
bered him more than two-to-one 
Not only was the Indian ou tn u m ­ 
bered. but he was encumbered by 
the women and children and the 
oid people of hi- tribe 
For 1300 incredible miles over 
a terrain of inordinate mountain 
grandeur and equal difficulty, the 
Indians retreated toward Canada 
and freedom In the end. they were 
barefoot, skeletal, starved and rag­ 
ged. Sickness and death were con­ 
stantly' 
among 
them 
But 
they 
fought and marched on. 
It took fre.-h American troops 
under Co! Nelson A. Miles, to cut 
off 
Joseph ’s 
retreat 
only 
fifty 
miles from the Canadian border 
and force his surrender
